House Science and Astronautics Committee, who advised that he had met 
with Chairman Miller who approved withdrawal of the letter request to 
the Agency concerning security review of the Library of Congress paper 
on the Soviet Missile Program. The file is being closed out with an 
appropriate notation by Mr. Yeager of his conversation with the Chairman. 
Once again Mr. Yeager expressed the Committee's appreciation for the 

Agency's assistance for the security review of the paper. Mr. Yeager 

noted in passing, that similar clearances had been received from the 
Department of Defense with regard to this study. 

12 ' | | I met with Mr. Charles O. Whitley, 

Administrative Assistant to Representative David Henderson (D. , N. Car. ), 
Chairman of th e House Post Office and Civil Serv ice Manpower Subcommittee, 

and discussed with him a possible visit to the Agency Headquarters to
